Mrs. Tins- 
ley says her church bears no inalic« 
toward Mr. Harvey, and continues:

Classifying the various plans, of 
industrial co-operation as dualistic 
anil monistic. Dr. Stflnmots aritucd 
to the advantage of the monistic 
plan, which, he stated, endeavors to 
unify capital and labur completely, 
by havlnw both participate in the 
profits . through dividtrnja, and in 
tho management throtlKh boards of 
directors. In approaching his solu- 
tion he specified three possible 
points of view: 


3. Capital: Tho industry Is the 
private property of the capitalist 
owner, and labor' and the. public 
have no rights nor duties. 
The 
only relation between employer and 
employe Is the labor contract, en- 
tered Into by Individual or collec- 
tive bargaining. Labor thus Is a 
ommodity* controlled by the law of 
supply arid demand. If the labor 
supply exceeds tho demand, tho 
price "of labor may .he forced below 
a living wag* and masses of unem- 
ployed may starve, without any*u>dy 
beinK responsible. Inversely, If the 
demand exceeds the supply, labor 
may force its ivaBo up to the de- 
struction of tho industry without 
any consideration of tho public. 


CnMtali.tm "HrliiR Abandoned" 
This viewpoint Is Increasingly 
twins abandoned, as unsafe, by our 
leaders of industry and finance es- 
pecially ilnco the experience durine 
tho last war. It Is. however, still 
larscly held by labor and repre-; 
st'nt.-il l»y the conservative union 
leaders.

In almost every part of the world 
cheese skippers and mitea are £ound 
feeding on cheese.
